“Tre trial of Mr. Kk. G. McEWes, Inspector 
of Markets,.on 2 charge of haviug on the 
b5th July, 1902, unlawfully accepted a 
bribe of $10° from ove Pune Yoxo with 
« view to influence his conduct in the 
performance of his duties, and having on 
other vecasions accepted bribes of amounts 
‘varying from $17 to $120, which re- 
sulted ir bis acquittal ‘on the 22nd. inst., 
suggests some serious reflections. The jury 
were quite sutisfied that the charges were 
aot proved, and gave an unanimous verdict 
to that effect, but the Government evidently 
held a very different, opiaion. However 
that nay be, Mr. McEwen has’ been 
triumphantly acquitted, and the ‘verdict 
was obviously in accordance with outside 
opinion, as was evidenced by the.unseemly 
outburst of applause which it evoked from 
the spectactars, and which the Chief Justice 
in righteous indignation promptly suppres- 
sei. The quesim now before the public 
is not Mr. McEwen’s ease, or that of others 
who have recently been accused of the same 


alfence, but the broader one of how to put. 


a stop to the corruption which is admittedty 
going on in several administrative depart. 
ments of the Government... 

In the first place, whatever can be done 
‘to lers2n the temptations to which slenderly 
paid officiuls are’vexposed should most 
cartainly be attenipted. Human nature is 
frail, and money earned by. merely not 
seeing ur not knowing possesses a yreat 
fascination to men whose wages . only 
supply them’ with a bere living.”

will, tying: them on: for triat or have some 
valid. reason why they. should not actually be 
tried. Recently T. ‘have been asked to deal with 
various cases whieh have boon sot down for 
only three or four weeks while there are. others 
that have been sot. down fora year ond a half 
that have never been brought ou by the parties 
tall. :I naurally wish to take the cases, as 
far og I can, a6 such timy as is most couvenient 
to the parties, but I do not-want to be 

cases that have oaly boen set down fora tow 
weeks when thera ere others untried that have 
been set down in some instauces for more than 
a year.

SIE E. SATOW IN INDIA. 


Sir Ernest. Sstow, the British Minister to 
‘China, ou his arrival in Bombay made (says the 
Allahabad paper) an extremely diplomatic speech 
to tho Bombay Millowners’ Association, ia reply 
to.an address on the subject oi Indian trade 
with Ohina. “The chief matter cf discussion 
waa the abolition of lekin, and the millownors 
were. concerned lest the abolition should bo 
morely nominal, and under the now Treaty they 
should be muleted in hoavior import duties and’ 
have to pay the exactions of the mandaring in 
addition. Sir Ernest Satew, however, was able 
to” reassure them: thera is no immediate 
prospost of the new Tresty coming into force 
atall; years will probably elapse before all. the 
Powers interested have come to an arrangement 
with China. Bat when thé Treaty does come 
into force, it does not follow that it will be 
properly carriod out. Quito a uamber of stipu- 
lutions under the ‘Treaty of 1858 hare remained 
a dead letter until the presont day, and Chinese 
ingenuity in avoiding awkward provisions in 
Treaties is probably quite as great to-day a it 
was holf’a contury ago. As the Bomboy

Tho Conch left Novo Rossiisdk 
on May # with oil for Ceylon and the Mudraa 
coxst, ond had di:charged two-tifths of her 
cargo at Colombo, ‘The remainder ‘of tho oil, 
insured for nearly £10,0U0,-has been lout... The 
total valuo of the ourgo was £16,000, Tho 
vessel is 3,455 tons, built in 1892, and ingared 
for £35,000; on additioual suc had also been 
written for disbursements. The insarance on 
the. bull was placed in London and Liverpeol.
